Off When Bullet Struck Irish | 
Leader on Head; Expired Shortly 


Dublin, . 23.—A national funeral with full military honors | 
will be acoorded to Michael Collins, head of the provisional govern. 
ment and head of the Free State army who was killed from ambush | 
near Bandon, County Cork, last night, it was stated this afternoon. 
His will lie in state prior to interment in the Glasnevin ceme-) 
tery, where Arthur Griffith was buried a few days ago. 

The body will arrive in Dublin tonight. It was scheduled to|

Cork, Aug. 23.—The assassination of Michael Collins, chief of} 
the provisional government and commander-in-chief of the Free 
State army occurred last night between MacRom and Bandon, about 
twenty miles from this city, He was accompanied by members of | 
the Free State headquarters staff who were visiting various military 
positions in the south of Ireland. 

Large numbers of Republican Irregulars ambushed the Comman. | 
dor-in-chicf’s party en route to Bandon. An armored car, which was 
accompanying the National Army officials, inflicted heavy casual 
ties upon the irregulars. Just as the attack was beaten off a bullet) 
struck Mr. Collins in the skull and he expired a few minutes later, 
His last words, addressed to Major Gen. Dalton were: *‘ Forgive 
them.”’ 

The ambush occurred in a wild mountain road between MacRom 
and Bandon at 7.30 o'clock, Collins was in an open touring car 
with Major General Dalton, commander of the Free State troops 
in Cork; Commandant Dolan, governor of the Mount Joy prison, and 
Captain Montgomery, an officer of the General staff. 

A party of National army troops, escorting the officers, had just 
passed the little village of Beallanblack when a volley of shots rang 
out from a group of Republican Irregulars, who were concealed in 
the woods along ‘both sides of the road. 

The body was brought to Cork this morning and transferred | 
to a steamer for conveyance to Dublin. 

The first fusillade from the Irregulars caused no casualties, 
Collins and the members of his party immediately jumped from their 
vehicles, took to cover and engaged the attackers in a heavy fight 
which lasted half an hour. 

Shortly before the assailants were beaten off Collins, who had 
been fighting throughont the attack, was hit by a bullet back of the 
ear and fell mortally wounded. He lived only a few mintues after 
being struck. His comrades continued the fight after their chief had 
died, and Major General Dalton was wounded. The driver of the car 
in which Collins and his companions were riding also was hurt and 
a motor cyclist accompanying the party was critically wounded in 
the neck,

They tried often enough to 
kill him before, That they should 
at last sueceed was almost. inevit- 
able. Guards and police forces may 
frustrate many attempts upon the 
life of a public man, but if the as- 
sassins be persistent enough they 
are bound sooner or later to find 
their chance. That even the head 
of the Provisional Government, in 
command of a victorious army, 
could not be protected against a 
shot from ambush throws a vivid 
light upon the position of the pri- 
vate citizen of the Free State who 
is known to be on the side of law, 
order and majority rule. No man 
may count /his life safe in a coun- 
iry where a minority jhas set all 


restrains at defiance and is out to, 


kill beeause it cannot rule. 

It tis possible, of course, that 
Collins was murdered by some in- 
dividucl acting ‘‘on his own” and 
that De Valera and his counsellors 
had nothing to do with the crime, 
Possible—but not remotely prob- 
able. The killing of Collins was no 
worse than the killing of a thou- 
sand other men and women for 
which De Valera and his associ- 
ates cannot deny responsibility. In 
a sense the crime is less despicable 
and ‘more intelligible. Collins was 
shot as the result of conditions of 
general lawlessness which he had 
helped to bring about. And his 
death is an undoubted advantage 
to those of his former friends and 
associates ‘who have of late ‘been 
fighting him, in more or less open 
Warfare. The private citizens of 
the Free State who have been eall- 
ed to ‘their doors at midnight and 


shot down in cold ‘blood were not | 


in any sense deserters of De Val- 
era's cause, and their deaths could 
do little to prosper ‘his desperate 
enterprise. To suppose that the,or- 
ganization whieh planned and ord-

All the 
more so ‘because the republicans’ 
cause is lost as_an open rival of 
the Free State scheme, and be 
cause an injunction of the Sup- 
reme Court of the United States 
has cut off the supply of funds 
which alone could enable the ven
